Notifications

A. On October 1, 2002, the Executive Off icer issued Addendum No. 4 to Cleanup and Abatement
Order No. 2000-255.  This addendum was issued to Mr. & Mrs. Jimmy Chung Kwan Hsu (a.k.a
the dischargers).  Addendum No. 4 adds Directive X which directs the dischargers to commence
remediation by soil excavation by January 2, 2003.  A technical report of progress of remedial
action is due April 30, 2003 and every quarter until remedial action is concluded. (Sue Pease)

B. On October 1, 2002, the Executive Officer issued Order No. R9-2002-0188, an Order rescinding
Cleanup and Abatement Order No. 88-14 for Thrifty Oil Company, Thrifty Service Station #102,
6404 Mission Gorge Road, San Diego. (Sue Pease)

C. On October 1, 2002, the Executive Off icer issued Order No. R9-2002-0320, and Order
rescinding Cleanup and Abatement Order No. 89-50 for the Redevelopment Agency of the City
of San Diego, 303 Market Street, San Diego. (Sue Pease)

D. 30-day Public Notice of Settlement of Civil Liabilit y:
Rancho Cali fornia Water District:  On September 18, 2002, the Executive Off icer issued
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Complaint No. R9-2002-0296, Administrative Assessment for Civil Liabilit y with Mandatory
Minimum Penalties in the amount of $3,000, against Rancho Cali fornia Water District for
violation of eff luent limits established by Order No. 2001-96, for the discharge from Well No.
121 Discharge to Santa Gertrudis Creek, Temecula, CA.  On September 27, 2002, Rancho
Cali fornia Water District waived its right to a hearing, admitted the violations, accepting the full
assessment of civil li abilit y proposed in the Complaint.  For a copy of the Complaint or more
information regarding this matter, please contact Sherrie Komeylyan at (858) 467-2734 or
komec@rb9.swrcb.ca.gov or see the Regional Board's web site.

The 30-day comment period for the above settlement ends on November 27, 2002. Interested
Parties may comment on this settlement during the comment period. The Regional Board will
consider whether to accept settlement of this matter at its December 11, 2002 public hearing. To
ensure that the Regional Board has the opportunity to fully study and consider written material,
comments will be accepted in the Regional Board's off ice until 5:00 P.M, Wednesday, November
27, 2002.

E. On October 11, 2002, the Executive Off icer issued Cleanup and Abatement Order No. R9-2002-
330.  This Order was issued to comply with the Governor's Executive Order No. D-62-02,
requiring the Regional Board to establish a moratorium on the disposal of decommissioned
materials (low-level radioactive wastes) into Class III and unclassified waste management units.
The moratorium established by Order R9-2002-322 shall remain in effect until the Department of
Health Services completes its assessment of the public health and environmental safety risks
associated with the disposal of decommissioned materials and its regulations setting dose
standards for decommissioning to take effect. (John Odermatt)

F. On December 11, 2002, the Regional Board is scheduled to consider adoption of tentative Order
R9-2002-342 "Waste Discharge Requirements for Disposal and/or Reuse of Petroleum
Hydrocarbon Fuel Contaminated Soils."  The tentative order establishes waste discharge
requirements for disposal and/or reuse of petroleum hydrocarbon fuel contaminated soils as
engineered fill within the San Diego Region. (Brian McDaniel)

G. On Sept. 24, 2002, the Executive Off icer issued Cleanup and Abatement Order No. R9-2002-
0312 to address the discharge of sediment-laden water (waste) to Soledad Canyon Creek, which
is upstream to Los Penasquitos Lagoon, as a result of construction activities at the Metropolitan
Transit Development Board’s Sorrento Valley Coaster Station.  The Order, issued pursuant to
Cali fornia Water Code section 13304, directs the Metropolitan Transit Development Board to
cleanup the waste, and abate all effects of the waste discharge into Soledad Canyon Creek and
downstream into Los Penasquitos Lagoon.  The final cleanup date is January 1, 2003.  (Ben Neill)
